Candidates almost united in condemnation of proposed cuts to children’s centres

A proposal to shut two centres set 
up to give children from poor back¬ 
grounds the best start in life has 
been slammed by nearly all of 
Epsom’s parliamentary candidates 
- although the constituency’s Con¬ 
servative candidate has said he 
cannot criticise Surrey County 
Council (SCC) for having to take 
“tough decisions”. 

Conservative-run SCC has said a 
£23.5m cut from Government fund¬ 
ing has left it needing to cut eight 
out of the county’s 58 Sure Start 
centres - including the Meadow 
Children’s Centre in Stoneleigh 


and the Sure Start centre in 
Ashtead, which opened in 2010 and 
2008 respectively. 

No dates have been given for clo¬ 
sure of the SCC-funded centres, 
but a spokesman said a consulta¬ 
tion on the plans is due to begin in 
the summer. 

Sure Start centres were launched 
in 1998, designed to give children 
“the best possible start in life”. 
They provide support for parents 
during early childhood and offer 
health sessions, parenting courses, 
dad days, advice on domestic abuse 
and other essential facilities. 

An SCC spokesman said: “With 
£23.5m being cut from our Govern¬ 
ment funding this year we’re hav¬ 
ing to make some very tough 
decisions. 


“And while no final decision has 
yet been taken we are looking at 
the possibility of reducing the 
number of children’s centres from 
58 to 50, but we remain committed 
to providing first-class children’s 
services and believe this would 
still be possible should the propos¬ 
als go ahead.” 

Epsom and Ewell’s parliamen¬ 
tary candidates have almost unani¬ 
mously urged SCC to axe the 
proposal. 

Labour’s Sheila Carlson said: 
“It’s a really good resource for par¬ 
ents, a great source of knowledge. 

“The terrible cuts in local gov¬ 
ernment finances mean Surrey, as 
an authority, are cutting various 
things. 

“But where does it go next? 


You’re now looking at cutting chil¬ 
dren’s centres, it’s already agreed 
on the closure of care homes. 

“You’re not now looking around 
the edges to the services it’s nice to 
have. 

“They are fundamentally vital 
services that they are looking to 
cut. It’s a very worrying trend.” 

Liberal Democrat Steve Gee said 
the move was another example 
of Conservatives “only being 
interested in their own and 
ignoring the most vulnerable and 
disadvantaged”. 

He said: “Budgets are tight, but to 
close such a vital service for the 
most vulnerable in society defies 
belief. 

“Sure Start centres have been 
credited with changing the face of

children and family services, 
identifying disadvantaged children and 
families and providing targeted support. 

“It is frightening the effects of the next 
round of ideological Conservative bene¬ 
fit cuts may have on the poorest in soci¬ 
ety if they are allowed to continue 
unchecked. 

“The county council should think 
again and review budgets in other 
areas.” 

UKIP candidate Robert Leach said he 
believed this to be a “purely cost-cutting 
measure” and could not support the clo¬ 
sure of the valuable centres “when SCC 
has not identified alternatives nor 
looked seriously at reducing its 
bureaucracy”. 

The Green Party’s Susan McGrath, a 
therapist, said she opposed the closures 
because the Sure Start centres were es¬ 
sential to provide support for early 
childhood problems “so they don’t carry 
on down the line”. 

Conservative Chris Grayling, who has 
been Epsom’s MP since 2001, said al¬ 
though he hopes the centres can stay 
open by becoming volunteer-led, he 
could not criticise SCC for putting for¬ 
ward its proposal. 

He said: “Given the tough financial cli¬ 
mate for the public sector, I can’t criti¬ 
cise one of our councils for taking a 
difficult decision, but I would like them 
to explore whether there’s an opportuni¬ 
ty to turn the Sure Start centres into vol¬ 
unteer-led organisations, similar to 
what Surrey has done with its libraries. 

“Surrey has been very imaginative in 
creating community libraries.”

Petition to save community hospital

More than 1,000 people have 
signed a petition to save a 
“vital and much-loved” com¬ 
munity hospital amid a major 
review of its services. 

Mole Valley Liberal 
Democrats have launched the 
petition to guard against the 
potential closure of Leather- 
head Community Hospital. 

The petition comes as a 
healthcare review looks at in¬ 
patient beds and services at 
community hospitals in 
Leatherhead, Epsom, Dorking 
and Molesey. 

Hospital beds were initially 
moved from Leatherhead to 
Epsom and Dorking sites for 
the busy winter period as a re¬ 
sult of a nursing shortage. 

Now, the decision over 
whether to move the beds 
back to Leach ward rests on 
the outcome of the review. 

Liberal Democrat parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Paul 
Kennedy said the clinical 


commissioning group (CCG), 
which is leading the review of 
hospital services, has refused 
to rule anything out. 

Mr Kennedy said: “The 
threat to Leatherhead Hospi¬ 
tal is real. It is vital that local 
residents engage with the re¬ 
view and let the authorities 
know how important it is for 
Leatherhead and its sur¬ 
rounding villages to keep its 
community hospital.” 

Audrey Mellers, chairman 
of the League of Friends of 
the Leatherhead Hospital, 
said it has delayed donating 
£500,000 to rebuild its x-ray 
department. 

Mrs Mellers said: “We decid¬ 
ed we had to put it off until the 
results of the review. We said 
we can’t hand over £500,000 of 
charity money to a hospital 
that might close very soon.” 

She said the group is contin¬ 
uing to buy other equipment 
for a hospital, including a 
£15,000 scanner, and hopes the 
hospital remains open. 

She said: “Over the years

When asked if the CCG 
could guarantee the review 
would not recommend the clo¬ 
sure of a hospital, a 
spokeswoman said: “We can’t 
rule anything in and we can’t 
rule anything out. 

“It’s about the services we 
need, where they should be lo¬ 
cated and the best place to op¬ 
erate these services from. It 
could be we need more loca¬ 
tions, it could be we need 
less.” 

Conservative Sir Paul Beres- 
ford, standing for re-relection 
in Mole Valley, said: “I want a 
sensible review and a review 
that keeps the hospital open 
and brings in other facilities 
and services to the hospital if 
there are vacancies.” 

He said Leatherhead Com¬ 
munity Hospital should also 
play a “supportive” role to 
Epsom Hospital by providing 
additional services to comple¬ 
ment those at Epsom. 

The petition calls for the re¬ 


view to recommend reopening 
Leach Ward, the continuation 
of outpatient services and the 
expansion of diagnostic ser¬ 
vices. It also demands proper 
funding and staffing to pre¬ 
vent nursing shortages. 

It says: “Leatherhead Hospi¬ 
tal is a vital and much-loved 
facility serving our communi¬ 
ty, supporting local GPs, and 
relieving pressure on acute 
care facilities including the ac¬ 
cident and emergency depart¬ 
ment at Epsom Hospital.” 

In response, James Blythe, 
director of commissioning 
and strategy at the CCG, said: 
“We understand individuals 
are passionate about their 
local services, which is why 
we are talking to past and pre¬ 
sent patients from all services 
as part of this review.”

“These are never easy deci¬ 
sions and the purpose of Sure 
Start centres was always to 
work with those from the most 
deprived backgrounds. 

“I’m sure the county council 
has looked at that in taking the 
decision.” 

Asked whether he understood 
concerns that his Government’s 
policies had disproportionately 


affected the least well-off, Mr 
Grayling said: “I don’t think 
that’s right. We have cut taxes 
for a very large number of peo¬ 
ple on low pay.” 

SCC was unable to say how 
much the centres cost to run 
and how many people use them 
by the time we went to press. 

Residents’ Association Surrey 
County Councillor John Beck¬ 
ett, who represents Ewell, said 
he intends to fight the potential 


closure of the Meadow Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre and is encourag¬ 
ing “all parents and supporters 
to write in when the consulta¬ 
tion starts to show the council 
how much this facility means to 
our community”. 

He said SCC said the selection 
criteria for identifying the cen¬ 
tres for closure was based on 
three factors - deprivation 
against affluence, effectiveness 
and location to other centres.”

Suspended sentenced for assault 


A man has been given a suspended 
prison sentence for beating a woman in 
Epsom. 

James Flynn, 27, from Merstham, was 
also punished for racially aggravated 
harassment and smashing a front door, 
microwave, mobile phone and window. 

Last month Redhill Magistrates’ Court 
handed down a 16-week prison sentence, 
suspended for two years, for assaulting 
a woman on Sunday, February 1. 

Flynn must serve this sentence if he 
commits another crime or breaches a 
court requirement within the next two 
years. 

He is required to undergo alcohol de¬ 
pendency treatment, complete 140 hours 
of unpaid work and attend sessions 
aimed at improving relationships. 

He was given a four-week concurrent 
sentence, also suspended for two years,

Teacher accused of 
prison relationship

A woman who was a teacher at 
High Down prison is to stand 
trial accused of having an “inap¬ 
propriate relationship” with a 
prisoner and smuggling in unau¬ 
thorised packages for him. 

Lilian Aghaizu, 49, of Pipewell 
Road, Carshalton, appeared at 
South East Surrey Magistrates’ 
Court last Monday, March 30. 

She is charged with being a 
“holder of public office who wil¬ 
fully neglected to perform her 
duty or misconducted herself” 
between January and May last 
year. 

Miss Aghaizu, who was teach¬ 
ing at the category B male prison 
during this time, is alleged to 
have entered into a relationship 
with a serving prisoner, Dane 
Dacas. 

It is alleged the pair were ex¬ 
changing text messages and hav¬ 
ing conversations that were 
“inappropriate”. 

Miss Aghaizu is also accused of 
not reporting Mr Dacas for ille¬ 
gally having a mobile phone in 
prison and buying credit for it. 

The teacher is also charged 
with smuggling unauthorised 
packages into the prison for Mr

Dacas and failing to report she 
had so been asked to do so. 

Dacas, 23, of St Hilda’s Road, 
north London, also appeared 
before magistrates on the same 
day charged with “intentionally 
encouraging or assisting” Miss 
Aghaizu to commit her alleged 
offences. 

He is charged, together with 
Aleksy Rzepecki, with making 
phone calls, sending text 
messages, or having face-to-face 


conversations, which helped 
Miss Aghaizu to smuggle unau¬ 
thorised packages into the 
prison. 

Aleksy Rzepecki, 24, of Napa 
Close, Olympic Village, east Lon¬ 
don, also appeared at the magis¬ 
trates’ court charged with the 
same offence as Dacas. 

No pleas were entered by any of 
the defendants and they are all 
due to appear at Guildford 
Crown Court later this month.

Redbelly Records in September 
and launched his record label of 
the same name two months later. 

His aim in starting the online 
store is to make enough money to 
one day set up his own record 
shops in Surrey and London. 

He launched the record label 
because he saw a gap in the mar¬ 
ket for high-quality releases of 
blues, folk and jazz tunes that 
had been recorded, but were not 
released at the time. 

The former

school student, who studied the¬ 
atre arts at university and previ¬ 
ously worked as a retail 
superviser, released his first 
record under the label in Decem¬ 
ber, Blues EP. 

He said: “As a store, we spe¬ 
cialise in blues and folk gospel 
music and I have a few whole¬ 
salers and was always buying the 
same songs by the same artists. 

“I started realising there’s a lot 
of stuff out there that hasn’t 
been released. 

“I looked into music archives 
like the Library of Congress in 
America and started finding 
songs I personally would have 
liked to have heard in vinyl. 

“You can find a lot of stuff on¬ 
line, but it’s fuzzy. The gap in the 
market is providing quality blues 
and folk recordings as a special¬ 
ist outlet.”

The name of the company, Red- 
belly, is a reference to the red- 
bellied turtle - the national 
animal of Birmingham, Alaba¬ 
ma, where blues and jazz 
emerged.

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No jail for 
scam pair 

A couple who cheated the 
council out of £26,000 in 
dishonestly claimed benefits 
have been spared prison. 

Linda Parker and Raymond 
Clarke, both of Adelphi Road, 
Epsom, were found guilty of 
benefit fraud offences. 

Sentenced at Guildford 
Crown Court on Friday, 
March 27, both were given 
prison sentences of 26 weeks, 
suspended for a year, and 
must adhere to a six-week 
curfew at their home. 

Epsom Council investigated 
the couple after computer 
data showed Clarke had lived 
at the same addresses as Park¬ 
er, but that information had 
not been included within her 
claim for benefits. 

Several different documents 
indicated he had been living at 
the address, despite claims to 
the contrary. 

In 2011, Parker had been 
given a caution for a previous 
fraud offence. 

Sentencing, Judge Recorder 
West said both defendants 
knew they were not entitled to 
benefits and had behaved dis¬ 
honestly, depriving the coun¬ 
cil of funds for those honestly 
entitled to them. 

He said: “It also persuades 
the public to look on benefit 
claimants with distrust. 

“This is a serious amount of 
money.” 

He called the pair’s actions 
“lamentable”.

Snooker legend Jimmy White has said 
he is not leaving Epsom even though 
he has put his £700,000 house up for 
auction. 

White, 52, nicknamed the Whirlwind 
for his skills on the snooker table, has 
lived in the town for 14 years. 

Asked on Tuesday why he was auc¬ 
tioning his five-bedroom, gated home, 
in West Hill, close to Epsom station, 
White told the Epsom Guardian he 
was merely downsizing. 

He said: "I’m not moving out of the 
area. 

“My two daughters are getting mar¬ 
ried and the house is too big for me 


and my son. 

“I love Epsom. I’ve lived here 14 
years. I lived in Oxshott before and 
then I got divorced and came to 
Epsom. 

“It’s got a friendly atmosphere.” 

White said he is heavily involved 
with the Epsom Club, based in Church 
Street, a private members’ club that 
has a snooker room with three full- 
size tables. 

He also used to own the 
Epsom Snooker Club in Epsom 
High Street. 

A spokeswoman for Cairds 
Estate Agents, also based in the 
High Street, said White’s house, 
worth £725,000, has been on the 
market since January and “we 
don’t know why it hasn’t sold”. 

She said White only decided to 


put it up for auction at the end of last 
week. The minimum asking price is 
£595,000. 

The spokeswoman said: “He’s trying 
all the angles to get it sold. 

“He is just moving on. His kids are 
all grown up. 

“It’s a lovely Victorian-style period 
property in the heart of the town cen¬ 
tre which just needs a bit of TLC.” 


According to documents published 
by auctioneers Barnard Marcus, there 
is the potential to extend the house, 
which is on a plot size of 0.23 acres, 
subject to planning permission. 

The house also boasts a conservato¬ 
ry, and a study but - perhaps surpris¬ 
ingly - no snooker room. 

No date has yet been set for the 
auction.

TfL errors ‘a red rag 
to rail campaigners’

Transport for London (TfL) has 
amended its website after this 
newspaper complained that 
it listed Epsom as being in 
London. 

TfL also showed a bus stop 
near Waterloo - 17 miles away - 
as the market town’s station on a 
map. 

The highly embarassing 
errors, particularly suggesting 
the town was already in the Lon¬ 
don travel network, were a red 
rag to the thousands of Epsom 
commuters who are still battling 
to get TfL to get their station 
included in Zone 6. 

Anyone using TfL’s journey 
planner was unable to find 
Epsom as a destination choice on 
the home page, but was then 
given a number of options - 
including “London, Epsom”. 

On top of this, when “Epsom 
station” was searched on its 
website, a map showed it at a bus 
stop near London Waterloo 
station. 

Since the Epsom Guardian’s 
story on the issue was published 
on March 23, TfL has changed 
both on its website. 

When “Epsom” is now typed 
into its journey planner, “Epsom 
rail station” is now an option on 
the home page. 

Stations in London boroughs 
are now listed with a specific 
“London” label, such as “Sutton 
(London) rail station”. 

Last month, a TfL spokesman 
told the Epsom Guardian all 
stations in and around the 
Greater London area were pre¬ 
ceded with the term “London”, 
regardless of whether the 
Oyster card could be used there. 

He said: “We have changes 
planned to extend the areas to 
which it is possible to plan jour¬ 
neys and will use this opportuni¬ 
ty to review the labelling so it is 
clearer for customers.” 

TfL admitted a bus stop near to 
central London’s Waterloo 
station had “erroneously been 
labelled as Epsom station” and 
said this would be rectified. 

Epsom Residents’ Association 


Councillor Clive Woodbridge 
said listing Epsom as “London, 
Epsom” was misleading for trav¬ 
ellers - especially those visiting 
the town for the first time who 
could end up with a fine if they 
assumed the Oyster card could 
be used in Epsom. 


He said: “It’s quite bizarre. 

“They can’t say we are in Lon¬ 
don on one hand and deny us our 
rightful dues of being part of the 
London transport network on 
the other. 

“It seems like Epsom is an 
afterthought.” 



Sporting rivals unite for Legion match 


Members of two rival rugby 
clubs will go head to head in a 
charity match to commemorate 
players who died during the First 
World War. 

Sutton and Epsom RFC and 
Streatham and Croydon RFC, 
rivals since their inception in the 
1800s, will play on April 18 to 
raise money for the Royal British 
Legion. 

Prior to the match, which will 
be played in kits that replicate 
those worn in 1915, a service of 
remembrance at 11am will be 
followed by the last post and a 


minute’s silence. 

Sutton and Epsom RFC and 
Streatham and Croydon RFC 
suffered a collective loss of 50 
members during the Great War. 

Gavin Mcllreavy, club captain 
of Sutton and Epsom RFC and or¬ 
ganiser of the event, said: “We 
thought we should really do 
something for that. As players, 
we want to play our part.” 

Relatives of the players who 
died have been invited to the 
match at Sutton and Epsom 
RFC’s home grounds in Rugby 
Lane in Cheam. 


Players from Winchester 
University, Winchester 2nd team 
and younger players from Sutton 
and Epsom RFC will be playing 
exhibition games later in the day. 

The match is hoped to be the 
first of many to commemorate 
the First World War over a five 
year period, with a trip to France 
to play against Stade Francais’s 
amateur team likely in 2018. 

Donations to fund the event will 
be collected on the day and at 
justgiving.com/greatwarrugby, 
which has already reached £780 
towards the £2,000 target.

A frican orphans who 
have lost their parents 
through war and dis¬ 
ease are coming to sing in 
Banstead this month, writes 
Alice Foster.

A storyteller who has helped 
to comfort bereaved people 
met the Queen to celebrate 
the 50th anniversary of a 
trust set up in memory of 
Winston Churchill. 

Janet Dowling, from Ewell, 
went to Buckingham Palace 
for a reception to mark the 
anniversary of the Winston 
Churchill Memorial Trust. 

In 2006 the trust gave Ms 
Dowling a Churchill Fellow¬ 
ship, which allowed her to 
investigate storytelling in 
the care of the dying and be¬ 
reaved in American and 
Canada.

PROPERTY 
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As new pension reforms come in to effect, Ian Plumb 
looks at why investing in property is the way to go. 


In last year's Budget, George 
Osbourne announced pension 
reforms that come into effect 
this month, which will give people 
unprecedented access to their 
pension and the freedom to look 
for alternatives. 

In a nutshell, after April 6, anyone 
aged over 55 will be allowed to 
withdraw all or part of their pension 
pot and spend it as they wish. Until 
now, you were allowed to take out a 
quarter of it and were forced to buy 
an annuity policy with the rest. 

However, there are some hefty tax 
implications by taking money from 
your pension pot. 

As per the old rules, the first 25 
per cent can still be withdrawn from 
the pension pot tax free but, here 
is the sting in the tail, if you take 
more than a quarter of your pot 
(25 per cent), anything above that 
initial 25 per cent level will be 
taxed as income. 

So if you took the whole lot out, 
the first 25 per cent will be tax free, 


but the remaining 75 per cent will 
be taxed at your income tax rate of 
20 per cent, 40 per cent (or even 45 
per cent if you earn over £150,000 a 
year). 

Under the old scheme, if you 
bought an annuity, when you died 
your annuity normally ended. You 
would have no asset to pass on to 
your family. Also, the returns from 
pensions are awful at the moment. 

The best rates according to 
Hargreaves and Lansdown (big 
wigs in the City) state if you were 
55 years old, the best you would 
get on your annuity pension would 
be 4.4 per cent fixed for life (so it 
would never go up) or 2.2 per cent 
but the payment would go up with 
inflation. 

The sort of rates (also known 
as yields in the property investing 
game) being achieved in Epsom are 
in the order of three per cent to five 
per cent, although recently I helped 
a client get over seven per cent. 

The other aspect of property 


investment is how the fact property 
values have risen consistently 
over the last 50 years (capital 
appreciation). 

According to the Office of 
National Statistics, a 65 year old 
male in Epsom is expected to live 
another 20 years and four months 
(its only 19 years five months 
in Reigate and Banstead). 

If we roll the clock 
back 20 years four 
months to December 
1994, property 
values in Epsom 
have risen by 
271.08 percent 
to today, you 
wouldn't have had 
that with your pension. 

But this is the biggest win, 
even by taking a hit in income tax 
now, by buying a property, you buy 
an asset that you can pass on to 
your family when you die (or the 
cats home if they aren't nice to you). 

So where next? It totally depends 


which strategy you are going to 
look at, one strategy is to look to 
achieve relatively small rental 
returns (ie low yields) in an up 
market area which has decent 
capital growth or, alternatively, 
another strategy is to buy 
properties in not so good areas 
known to produce a high 
returns (ie high yields) 
but low capital 
growth (ie how much 
the value of the 
property goes up). 

Now, I am not a 
financial advisor, so 
cannot offer financial 
advice whatsoever 
on what the best thing 
for you with your pension is. 

However, I can share my knowl¬ 
edge and experience of the Epsom 
property market, what to possibly 
buy, what not to buy and where 
to buy etc.

Sutton 
has hot 
property 


Online estate agent eMoov has 
released their first Property 
Hotspots Index of 2015. 

The research conducted by 
eMoov.co.uk monitors the change 
in supply and demand for the 
most populated locations across 
the UK, by monitoring the total 
number of properties sold in 
comparison to those on sale. 

In his recent budget announce¬ 
ment Mr Osbourne highlighted 
that the "Northern Powerhouse" 
had begun to outgrow the south. 

This tale of two halves is 
highlighted within eMoov's latest 
Hotspots Index, as the South 
dominates the top ten hottest 
spots, while the North accounts 
for nine out of ten of the highest 
climbers over the last three 
months. 

The New Year is often associated 
with change and 2015 has seen 
a shake-up within the top ten. 

Bexley has been dethroned 
from the number one spot, where 
it has sat since eMoov launched its 
first Property Hotspots Index, 
back in February 2014. 

Although it still came a 
reputable sixth in the standings, 
Bexley (62 per cent) has been 



ousted by Sutton, which tops 
the table at 67 percent. 

The two London hotspots are 
joined in the top ten by a number 
of other outer London boroughs 
and commuter friendly towns. 

The other locations in the top 
ten include, Cambridge (66 per 
cent), Watford (64), Bristol (63), 
Reading (63), Guildford (59), 
Aylesbury (57), Havering (57) 
and Hillingdon (56). 

It would seem the mass 
emigration from the centre of 
London to more affordable 
outer regions and beyond is 
starting to become apparent. 

One borough of London that is 
feeling the effects in particular is 
Wandsworth. At 32 per cent, 
demand for property has dropped 
by-11 percent since December. 

One contributing factor to its 
gradual decline is likely to be the 
area of Nine Elms. With a property 
demand of just 12 percent, 

Nine Elms is the coldest spot in 
the UK. 


Detecting property defects 


Hunters have come up with a list of 
five property defects to look for. 

Damp: Keep an eye out for penetrat¬ 
ing damp or bridging of the damp 
proof course (DPC). 

A property's external wall should 
have a damp proof course, and the 
ground levels need to be at least 15cm 
below this. 

Roof: It's a good idea to take a pair 
of binoculars with you to a viewing, 
so you can try and make a good judge¬ 
ment of it's state. Look for areas of 
uneven, missing or cracked tiles, and 
ask if you can have a look in the loft. 

Chimneys: Chimneys can be very 
expensive to repair. Unless there is 



only a minor repair required, you will 
probably need scaffolding. 

Stand directly in front of the chimney 
and see if it's plumb - older chimneys 
often start to lean, meaning one side 


is more exposed to the elements than 
the other. 

Electrics: Try and find out how old 
the electrics are by looking at the con¬ 
sumer unit - if it is made of metal and 
has ceramic wired fuses, then it is likely 
to be at least 25 years old. This just 
means that it may need upgrading. 

Central Heating : Find out if the 
house has system boiler or a combina¬ 
tion boiler. If you don't know, turn on a 
hot tap and see if the boiler fires up. 
Combination boilers last around 10 
years and system boilers about 20, so 
work when it will next need replacing.

PROPERTY INVESTMENT UPDATE 


NEW PENSION RULES COULD CHANGE TIE EPSOM PROPERTY MARKET FOREVER 


In a recent article, I mentioned that 
pension rules are changing on the 6th 
April. It certainly created a few emails, 
with people asking questions about it. 
Therefore, this week, I want to look a 
little deeper into the subject of your 
pension and the Epsom property market. 
George Osbourne, in last years’ Budget, 
announced pension reforms that come 
into effect this April, which will give people 
with pension’s unprecedented access to 
their pension pot and the freedom to 
look for alternatives. In a nutshell, after 
the 6th of April, anyone aged over 55 
will be allowed to withdraw all or part of 
their pension pot and spend it as they 
wish. Until now, you were allowed to 
take out a quarter of it and were forced 
to buy an annuity policy with the rest. 

However, my readers always know that I 
like to tell it ‘as it is’. There are always two 
sides to a story, good and bad. Let me tell 
you the bad news first. There are some hefty 
tax implications by taking money from your 
pension pot. As before, as per the old rules, 
the first 25% can still be withdrawn from the 
pension pot tax free but, here is the sting in 
the tail, if you take more than a quarter of 
your pot (25%), anything above that initial 


25% level will be taxed as income. So if you 
took the whole lot out, the first 25% will be 
tax free, but the remaining 75% will be taxed 
at your income tax rate of 20%, 40% (or 
even 45% if you earn over £150,000 a year). 

and now the good news! 

Under the old scheme, if you bought an 
annuity, when you died your annuity normally 
died as well. You would have no asset to 
pass on to your family. Also, the returns 
from pensions are awful at the moment. 
The best rates according to Hargreaves and 
Lansdown (big wigs in the City) state if you 
were 55 years old, the best rate you would 
get on your annuity pension would be 4.4% 
fixed for life (so it would never go up) or 2.2% 
but the payment would go up with inflation. 
The sort of rates (also known as yields in the 
property investing game) being achieved in 
Epsom are in the order of 3% to 5%, although 
recently I helped a client get over 7%! 

The other aspect of property investment 
is how the fact property values have risen 
consistently over the last 50 years (capital 
appreciation). According to the Office of 
National Statistics, the life expectancy of a 65 
year old male in Epsom is 20 years and 4 
months (its only 19 years 5 months in Reigate 


and Banstead). If we roll the clock back 20 
years 4 months to December 1994, property 
values in Epsom have risen by 271.08% to 
today... you wouldn’t have had that with your 
pension! But this is the biggest win, even 
by taking a hit in income tax now, by buying 
a property, you buy an asset that you can 
pass on to your family when you die.... (or 
the cats home if they aren’t nice to you!). 

So where next? It totally depends which 
strategy you are going to look at, one 
strategy is to look to achieve relatively 
small rental returns (ie low yields) in an up 
market area which has decent capital growth 
or, alternatively, another strategy is to buy 
properties in not so good areas known to 
produce a high returns (ie high yields) but 
low capital growth (ie how much the value 
of the property goes up). Now, I am not a 
financial advisor, so cannot offer financial 
advice whatsoever on what the best thing 
for you with your pension is. However, I can 
share my knowledge and experience of the 
Epsom property market, what to possibly buy, 
what not to buy and where to buy etc etc. My

What was your first car? I 
bought my first car from my Dad.

One, Lewis 
Hamilton and the best 50 tracks in 
the world and two, my wife on a 
holiday driving through France. 

What is your dream car? I've 
always wanted a Porsche Carrera. 

I had a '64 Porsche cabriolet and 
the memories still shimmer. A 
new one would fit the bill. 

How would you describe your 
driving style? Fast cruising. I like 
a long drive, pretty scenery and 
peace of mind. A lot of people 


don't get into surrendering to the 
chauffeur within, and letting the 
road take you. American roads do 
that like Highway One up the coast 
of California. 

Tell me one driving anecdote 
from your past? I had a very 
unusual car. some called it an Apol¬ 
lo, others an Italia. It had a body by 
Pininfarina and an engine by Ford 
Shelby Cobra. It looked like a Ferrari 
and flew like the wind. Around 1976 
a bunch of us with good motors 
drove up the coast in the early 
morning hours from LA to Edwards 
Airforce Base to watch the Shuttle 
take off.
